You’d be very interested in it, I think, since it ridicules you personally# 

I believe I gave you the date in my last letter# I’m sure it was Jan# 22nd# 

If you still have my letter, you can check# Or, if you want me to. I’ll look 
it up next week and let you know# I’d send for it if I were you# It is none 
of my business, but I think if I were you, I’d not let it pass# Wouldn’t legal 
action bring your cause to the light which it is now denied? This article refers 
to you as a paranoid# Maybe I’m no lawyer, but I would think such a statement 
is actionable# If I am right, how could you lose? And, wouldn’t you gain? 

I am enclosing a Bulletin article on the Lane-Specter debate 
over the BBC# Since it states that Specter won, I wonder why they buried it on 
page 33? I get pretty frustrated reading of Specter’s victory over Lane# Who 
the hell is Lane? Anyone who makes evqn a careless Check on Lane’s writings will 
see that he rivals the Warren Commission itself in his selectivity and outright 
lies# Sure, Specter can win a debate with him# I think I could# IVhy the hell 
don’t they arrainge a real debate - let Specter face you I I don’t know# You must 
be a very calm person# It is you who are involved# Yet, I find myself frustrated 
beyong words at the lack of notice you get all around# And, if I am frustrated 
about it, how can you be otherwise? It is unfair and stupid# Maybe I am just 
naive, but I never could have believed before how the powers that be will go out 
of their way to avoid confronting the truth# Surely they know of your knowledge 
and your sincerity# If I know, how can they not know?
